While exceedingly desirous of prompt- 


itude, wo are sensible of tbia necessity 
and are pleased with the determination 
of Congress to restrain the executive 
deportments nnd the military command- 
ers within the strict lines of their duty 
In too many instances tho indiscrimi- 
nate baste and overruling of sot forms, 
nnd (be outcry ngainst what i» termed 
"red tape," have only served to cover 
up improper movements, contracts or 
occurrences ; nor has there been any 
more energy about theta irregular pro- 


ceedings than under tbo usual forms. 


In fact, it may now bo set down as 


folly proven, by ^he whole history of 
this war, that legal systems are the on< 
ly safeguards of the public interests.
